DAM RIVER AND GET DEEP 
~ WATER, SAYS W. J, HOLBROOK 


St. Louisan Approves of Plan of 
Chicago Engineer for Inter- 
‘ state Canal. 


The most important step that can be 
taken now by St. Louis toward secur- 
ing deep water in the Mississippi is the 
construction of a dam at the Chain of 
Rocks in accordance with the plans of 
Engineer James A. Seddon of Chicago, 
thinks Walter J. Holbrook, who has just 
returned from the deep waterways con- 
gress at Washington, to which he was a 
delegate. 

Such a canal, he says, would enable 
any ship that sails the Great Lakes to 
come down to St. Louis, bechuse IIli- 
nois already has authorized a $20,000.00) 
bond issue to pay for deepening the Iili- 
nois River by means of dams and 
locks. 

The dam at St. Louis would give deep 
water from the mouth of the Illinois 
River, says Mr. Holbrook, and would 
cost only $12,000,000, It would produce 
125,000 horsepower, he says, which could 
be sold for enough to pay for the dam's 
construction in 10 years. 

“With deep water as far as St. Louis,” 
says Mr. Holbrook, “the States to the 
South of us would soon fall in line

1. Progress in the means of subsist- 
ence, that is to say, progress in abund- 
ance and variety of food supply, cloth- 
ing, shelter, sanitation, public health, 
commerce, manufacture, the growth of 
the public wealth, etc. 

2. Progress in government and law, 
that is to say, in the enactment of laws 
securing justice and equity to every 
man, consistent with the largest indi- 
vidual liberty, and the due and orderly 
enforcement of the same upon all. 

%. Progress in literature and language. 

4. Progress in sciefice and philosophy. 

5. Progress in art and refinement. 

6. Progress in morality and religion. 

If you were to ask them, as indeed 
they are very often asked, which of 
these they regard as fundamental, they 
would reply that they would not attempt 
to answer, that the question is purely 
an academic one, that all these go hand 
in hand, but that historically the first 
of them—namely, progress in means of 
subsistence— had generally preceded 
progress in government, in literature, 
in knowledge; in refinement, and in re- 
Hgion. Though. not itself of the highest 
importance, it is the foundation upon 
which the whole superstructure of civ- 
ilization is built, and without which it 
could not exist. 

Accordingly, we have sought, so far 
as we could, to make investments in 
such a way as will tend to multiply, to 
cheapen, and to diffuse as universally as 
possible the comforts of life. We claim 
no credit for preferring these lines of 
investment. We make no sacrifices. 
These are the lines of largest and surest 
return. In this particular, namely, in 
cheapness, ease of acquirement and uni- 
versality of means of subsistence, our 
country easily surpasses’ that of any 
other in the world, though we are be- 
hind other countries, perhaps in most of 
the others. 

It may be asked: How is it consist- 
ent with the universal diffusion of these 
blessings that vast sums of money 
should be in single hands? The reply 
is, as I see it, that, while men of 
wealth control great sums of money, 
they do not and cannot use them for 
themselves. They have, indeed, the 
legal title to large properties, and they 
do control the investment of them, but 
that is as far as their own relation to 
them extends or can extend. The money 
is universally diffused, in thé sense 
that it is kept invested and it passes 
into the pay-envelope week by week. 

Up to the present time no scheme has 
yet presented itself which seems to af- 
ford a better method of handling capi- 
tal than. that of individual ownership. 
We might put our money into the 
Treasury of the nation and of the vari- 
ous states, but we do not find any 
promise in the national or state legis- 
tures, viewed from the experiences of 
the past, that the funds would be ex- 
pended for the general weal more ef- 
fectively than under the present meth- 
ods, nor do we find in any of the 
schemes of socialism a promise that 
wealth would be more wisely adminis- 
tered for the general good., It is the 
duty of men of means to maintain the 
title to their property and to administer 
their funds untii some man, or body of 
men, shall rise up capable of adminis- 
tering for the general good the capital 
of the country better than they can.
